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PREFACE 


The arrangement of this issue of the Statistics gives additional 
emphasis to the regional organization of libraries in Illinois. Two 
years ago the regional maps and statistical summaries by region were 
given; last year the maps were dotted to show the public libraries and 
the statistical tables were arranged by six regions according to popu- 
lation. This latter arrangement made it much simpler to compare. 
libraries in towns of comparable size within the same area of the 
State; it is much fairer to compare Harrisburg or Mt. Vernon with 
other libraries in region 5 or 6 than with Sterling, Highland Park, or 
libraries in other sections. And the information is there for quick 
comparisons by population if occasion demands. This year all the 
data pertaining to a given region is paged together. The Directory, 
which includes the names of librarians and presidents of boards, gives 
the region number for each public library and thus serves as an index 
to the regional information. 


The statistical tables include the number of full time staff, in- 
cluding the librarian but not the janitor, and the hours open per 
week in addition to the usual total volumes, circulation, income, and 
expenditures. 


The total tax valuation and the tax rate are given for the year 
the reported income was levied, usually two years before (1940 in 
most cases). The exact figures are taken from the library report 
when possible, otherwise from the Property Tax Statistics published 
by the Illinois Tax Commission. Total income includes the unex- 
pended balance except in those cases when it was excessive and then 
it is usually indicated in the footnotes. Footnotes also indicate 
libraries having some endowment however small, building bonds, 
special funds such as the $173,988 from the Chicago Board of Edu- 
cation which pays the Chicago school library salaries. The footnote 
“Does not include capital expense or debt service” covers those 
instances where anticipation warrants and their payment cancel out 
or when part of the expenditures were for extensive repairs to the 
building and other such items. 


The map on page 172 gives the per capita expenditures by county 
figured on the per capita served in the county; in former years it was 
figured on the total population of the county. 

WPA is withdrawing from many communities, therefore the list 
of War Information Centers is much shorter than the list of WPA 
Library Centers in other years. On the other hand the list of Asso- 
ciation Libraries is much longer, since many of the libraries formerly 
sponsored by a club or an association and later operated by WPA, 
are again the responsibility of the associations. These libraries are 
listed separately because they have no legal tax support. 
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A footnote added to the list of Libraries Established since 1932 
(the last ten-year period) show the former WPA Library Centers 
which have become permanent tax-supported libraries. 

A list of college and university libraries, including statistics when 
furnished, are included as is the policy every two years. 

The new section on Libraries and the War includes a statistical 
report of the Victory Book Campaign in Illinois. 

The list of Special Libraries is a new feature. Many of them are 
located in Chicago and offer reciprocal reference service by telephone 
and will be willing to extend this service by mail to other libraries in 
Illinois. Madge Collar, librarian of H. W. Kastor and Sons Adver- 
tising Co. and former president of the Chicago chapter of Special 
Libraries, has been most helpful in preparing this list. 

Seneca in LaSalle County and East Dubuque in Jo Daviess 
County, both in Region 1, were established too late to be included in 
all places in this record. Any reports which are not included either 
have not been filed as required by law* or were received too late. It 
is necessary for us to have these reports within two to four weeks 
after the close of the library fiscal year; this is especially true for 
those libraries closing the year March 31 or April 30, since the Sep- 
tember issue must go to press August 1 of each year. 

We hope that librarians and board members will find this com- 
pilation of statistical material helpful and will make constant use of 
it in improving and expanding library service in Illinois. Comments 
and suggestions will be welcome.

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LIBRARIES AND THE WAR 
A Statement of Library Policy 


ADOPTED BY THE COUNCIL OF THE AMERICAN LIBRARY 
ASSOCIATION 


June 26, 1942 


The American Library Association believes that the American people are 
faced by three problems of such dominating importance as to demand the con- 
centrated efforts of all agencies. They are: 


1. How to make our maximum contribution to the winning 
of the war; 

2. Whether we as a nation wish to return to pre-war condi- 
tions or to continue progress toward democratic goals; 

3. Whether and to what extent we want our country to par- 
ticipate in the organization of the world for peace. 


The Association therefore recommends that every library give the greatest 
possible emphasis for the duration of the war to those materials and services 
which will give people the facts and ideas that will enable them to make 
intelligent decisions on these important questions; and it calls upon its officers 
to assist libraries in carrying out this program with all the means and imagina- 
tion at their command. 

Libraries must always refrain from telling people what to think. They 
cannot avoid the responsibility of helping them to decide what to think about. 
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THE VICTORY BOOK CAMPAIGN IN ILLINOIS 


The Victory Book Campaign in Illinois, a part of the nation-wide effort to 
secure books for men in the armed forces, was begun in January, 1942. Approxi- 
mately 350 Illinois communities participated under the leadership of the local 
public or association library. The drive in Illinois was sponsored jointly by the 
Illinois Library Association and the I!linois State Library, with the cooperation 
of the American Red Cross and the United Service Organizations. Ralph E. 
McCoy of the State Library staff was state director. Carl B. Roden, librarian, 
Chicago Public Library and A. Kroch, bookseller, assisted by Mildred Bruder, 
were directors in the Chicago metropolitan area, which was organized separately. 

At the end of the first eight months, approximately 1,600,000 books were 
reported collected in Illinois. The present book needs of every camp in the 
State have been filled and thousands of books have been sent to camps in other 
states and to depositories for shipment abroad. The number of books sent to 
each location varies from 50 to 25,000—according to directions from national 
headquarters. 


FUTURE NEEDS 


More good books are still needed to keep up with the rapid expansion of 
the armed services. As long as the war lasts, librarians are urged to continue 
their efforts in behalf of the Victory Book Campaign. Books collected in libraries 
should be sent to one of the permanent depositories listed on page 192. From 
there they will be sent to a camp in need. Librarians are urged to encourage local 
citizens to purchase new books for the men in the service—and to leave these 
books at the public library for forwarding to VBC depositories.

D. C., to Coast Guard stations 
in Ala. and Mich., to USO houses in Ark., La. (2), Mich. (2), Miss., Mo. (2), 
Tex. (2); and to C. P. S. Camp No. 14, Merom, Ind. 

In addition to these, shipments of books have gone to Canada and to two 
ports of embarkation for service abroad. 

Magazines have gone to Red Cross hospitals, veterans homes and to stations 
of the American Merchant Marine Library Association. 

Free transportation has been provided for most of the books—from the local 
libraries, to the depositories and hence to the camps.

During the year 1941, the Work Projects Administration, under the sponsor- 
ship of the Illinois State Library, continued its operation of Library Centers in 
communities in which no other public library services were available and gave 
assistance to some public libraries and public school libraries. 


At the end of December, 1941, 256 Library Centers and 12 public school 

libraries were being operated by the WPA, (serving a population of 280,346) 

| and WPA assistance was being given to 9 tax-supported public libraries and to 5 

public school libraries. Available for circulation in the Centers operated by 

WPA were 325,088 books, and the total circulation of books and periodicals for 
the year amounted to 421,352. 


| Most of the Centers were located in small, relatively isolated communities 
| in 72 counties of the State, and were made possible through the active support 
and cooperation of local committees. 


The year 1942 marks the conversion of Library Centers into War Informa- 
tion Centers, with emphasis on the display and circulation of materials vital to 
the war effort. Extension of services to military posts has also been a develop- 
ment during the early part of 1942.
